With an early snow season, com- 
plaints about snowmobilers within the 
city have already begun as well. A 
discussion on enforcing the designated 
trai] and other snowmobile issues took 
place at the Nov. 21 meeting of the East 
Jordan City Commission. 

Specifically, commissioner Dan 
McKinnon reported a problem on 
Milton Street, where residents were 
complaining about snowmobiles run- 
ning across their yards. 

Attempts have been made to estab- 
lish a direct trail through the city, and 


_ mostof the trail is now marked, accord- 


ing to city police chief Jerry Alward. 
But he said the police force can only 
enforce trail use sporadically. 

“We get Jucky once in a while and 
catch one,” said Alward. He said with 
his small staff, if he commits an officer 
to patrol on snowmobile, that is one less 
officer patrolling on the street. It is 
obviously difficult for officers in cars 
to patrol the trails, and vice versa for 
officers on snowmobiles. 

Adhering to the trails is just one prob- 
lem. Alward noted that speed through 
town and use of sidewalks illegally are 
other negative actions of some 
snowmobilers. 

“I don’t see the problem stopping,”

“Tt’s just the beginning of the season 
causing the problems. We always have 
this until everyone settles in.” 

Trail maps through the city, which 
include city riding rules, are available 
at City Hall, the East Jordan Police 
Department, and the East Jordan Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

generations of children to come.

still unacceptable in December re-testing, 
the state would force the city to take action. 

“They gave us four options, all of which 
are costly,” Sutter told the commission in 
September. 

Since then, Sutter has been investigating 
possibilities for dealing with the problem 
without state intervention. One action taken 
was to hire a private firm to do the testing. 

“We got acceptable tests back today,” 
Sutter told the commissioners Nov. 21. 

She said she doesn’t know yet what went 
wrong with the state tests. 

“We think the sites were not properly 
selected by our water operator and the state 
investigator,” said Sutter. “There also may 
have been some improper supervision.” 

The new tests bought some time for the 
city, Sutter said. She noted the Department 
of Health has not identified any harm from 
low quantities of copper in the water. 

“For the time being we’re safe.” 


Ordinance amendments 


will raise prices 

Permit and city utility prices will be go- 
ing up in the near future, as the city com- 
mission reviews recommendations from the 
city staff. 

Inreviewing the present rate system, city 
clerk Kathy O’Rear noted there have been 


no increases since 1988. 

“Our current fees are not even close to 
paying expenses,” said O’Rear. “So tax- 
payers are paying for the zoning privileges 
of individuals.” 

O’Rear said in researching other area 
rates, the city is well below most of its 
neighbors or comparably-sized communi- 
ties. 

She introduced an ordinance amendment 
which will effect both the zoning rates and 
sewer and water installation rates. One of 
the changes will require that expansion of 
both water and sewer systems be at the sole 
expense of those benefiting from the exten- 
sion, no longer subsidized by the city. 

The ordinance also establishes options 
for funding of extensions, and emphasizes 
a flat rate charge prior to any changes. In 
addition, it requires an annual review of 
utility rates. 

Concerning zoning procedures, the ordi- 
nance amendment will essentially raise 
prices, or add fees where presently there are 
none. For example, there is no charge for 
requesting a special meeting of the zoning 
review board. The amendment will require 
a $150 fee for that privilege in the future. 

The price of a general zoning permit will 
increase from $10 to $25, and a special use 
permit will double in price to $200. 

The amendments will be considered at 
the Dec. 5 meeting of the city commission. 


Missing EJ woman appears 


* A South Arm Township woman, missing 
since Nov. 18, appeared Nov. 29, about 9 
p.m., at a police station in lower Michigan. 
She advised department officials she left 
East Jordan of her own free will. 

“She said she was alive and well,” re- 
ported East Jordan Police Chief Jerry 
Alward.

Although the case 
was still under investigation, by last week 
Alward was speculating that the disappear- 
ance was voluntary. 

When the downstate department in- 
formed EJPD that Bell, the mother of four 
children, had appeared there, the woman 
was taken off the missing list. Alward said 
the case remains open and under review by 
the department.
